Survey Will Be Held 
On Student Incomes 



Th« Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics is going hunting for facts and 
igures on tho income and expen- 
ditures of university students ear- 
ly next year. 

The D.B.S. survey — to be con- 
ducted at S9 institutes of higher 
learning in this country — is pri- 
marily concerned with how speci- 
fied groups of students earn and 
burn their money. It will attempt 
to learn how students' incomes are 
divided between bursaries, scho- 
larships, individual earnings, fa- 
mily support, loans, etc., and what 
expenditures are made for feas, 
^'ing expenses, capitol costs^ and 
h»r investments. 

Stratified 

It is estimated that some 12,009 
students across Canada will b« 
approached in the stratified ran- 

om sampling. The population c^- 
wered will consist of full-time un- 
der-graduate students in Arts, 
Science, Commerce, Medicin, Law^ 
Engineering, and Education; gra- 
duate students in all fields outside 
theology; and all foreign students. 

A spokesman for the department 
<aid that this survey is designed 
to update the now-obsolete fact» 
uncovered in a similar survey car* 
ritd out in 

Past experience 

"Naturally, the new survey will 
greatly benefit from past experien- 
ce/' he pointed out, "since soma 
of the methods used will be im- 
proved.'' He said that it is intend- 
ed to increase coverage, especially 
concerning married and foreign 
students. 

It is expected that the question- 
naire will be mailed out early in 
February next year. This time was 
chosen because it was felt that 
students will be able to estimate 
reasonably well their total income 
and expenditure for the academic 
year 196M2.

I 1 H message from Stu- 
donts' Society President, Ro- 
bert Carswell, the McGill 
Daily reported the "new 
union*' will merely be a reno- 
vation of the old building. 
Carswell said ''without pro- 
per design and without pro- 
per location a new Union will 
be no better than the old 
building now in use." 

The third, and according 
to McGill students the im- 
portant issue, concerns a pos- 
sible loss of autonomy. The 
Principal and Board want to 
place the union under the 
control of the University. 

In this open message to 
the student body Carswell 
stated : ''Under the restricti- 
ve policies recently adopted 
by the Senate and the Board 
of Govemors, the responsibi- 
lity of the Students' Society, 
as well as its activities will 
be stifled, and we must con-

THE ARGUEMENT PRO 

The ''Combined Universities Campaign For 
Nuclear Disarmemenf'' grew out of an organized 
movement to protest the decision of the Canadian 
Government in 1959, to permit the U-S-A. to est- 
ablish missile bases at North Bay and Mt. Laurier, 
and to arouse the Canadian people to the inherent 
dangers involved in uncontrolled nuclear weapons. 

Some of the organizers of this group were our 
national chairman, lerry Himnius, B. Kinal, and J. 
Jones. 

The protest movement took the form of a rally 
at Sir George Williams University, which attracted 
over three hundred persons representing various 
universities in the Montreal area, and the Province 
of Quebec. 

To further the cause of peace, on Christmas 
Day, 1959, a peace demonstration was held in 
Ottawa at which time a wreath was laid at the war 
memorial, and a petition including many thousands 
of signatures was presented to the Governor General 
expressing the concern that we felt about nuclear 
bases in Canada, and the lack of controls over nuclear 
weapons. 

Oiir first demonstration only attracted 80 
people, however, during subsequent demonstrations, 
we have noticed that more people have joined us, 
as it has become more evident that there is no 
^'alternative to peace.'' 

The growth of the C.U.C.N.D. since 1959 has 
been slow but steady. Our Easter demonstration in 
Montreal attracted over seven hundred participants, 
and our most recent effort in Ottawa held on the 6, 
7, and 8 of October, drew a minimum of 1000 
people. We picketed the Parliament Building for 
seventy three hours which corresponds to the 73,000 
persons killed during the Hiroshima raid. 

The C.U.C.N.D. is a national organization with 
branches in eighteen colleges and universities across 
Canada. The main office is located at 91 1 St. Jacques 
W., Montreal* 

Contrary to generally accepted opinions, the 
C.U.C.N.D. is not affiliated with any organized pol- 
itical movement, nor is there any likelyhood that it 
will be in the future. Our policy is, and has been 
to attract all peace-loving persons irrespective of race, 
colour, creed, or political views. We do not admi- 
nister loyalty tests, or conduct an indifferent, Can- 
adian public to the dangers of a nuclear conflict. 
Consequently we direct our efforts against any power 
or powers that possess nuclear weapons for war. 
One recent demonstration was in Ottawa at the 
Soviet Embassy, where we protested the decision of 
the Russians to resume nuclear testing. 

Our campaign today is s^ill designed to awaken 
the public to the danger of nuclear war, and the 
fallacy of thinking that fall-out shelters offer any 
protection in the event of a nuclear war We fight 
against public officials who advocate the building of 
fall-out shelters instead of constructing a foundation 
for peace. 

We appeal to everyone who reads this article 
fo ^'Rally to the Banner of Peace,'' and raise your 
voice to protest this insane drift toward war.

The Arguement Con 

Let it be made clear at the outset, that no one 
in his right mind can, or should oppose the theory 
of nuclear disarmament : what can be opposed how- 
ever, is CU.C.N.D/s disorganized method and dub- 
ious aims of bringing about this highly desirable 
goal. 

^ J^fi^'' having read through a great variety of 
C.U.C.N.D. and CN.D. literature, (C.N.D., Camp- 
aign for Nuclear Disarmament is a British organiza- 
tion allied with C.U.C.N.D.) it becomes apparent 
that there is at least, one gloring contradiction in 
policy. The following is an exampfe. 

This quote appears in a C.UX.N.D. appeal to 
Canadian scientists. 

'X.U.C.N.D. is a non-political campaign . . 
yet in the previous paragraph it states, "With the 
renunciation of nuclear weapons . . . Canada will be 
in the position to influence and lead the middle 
powers, ' in yet another publication, "Let Canada 
Lead" written by Major W.H. Pope, M.C, who, 
quote, ''resigned from the army because of dis- 
agreement with the defence policy of Canada, and 
went into full-time POLITICAL life,'' end of quote, 
it is stated that "Canada, by its example can give 
moral and POLITICAL leadership to the world." As 
a matter of interest, the latter statement is also a 
direct quote from the Charter of C.U.C.N.D, 
C.U.C.N.D. thus presents itself to the public as a 
self-styled non-political organization which advocates 
political leadership. 

One of the most dubious aims of C.U.C.N.D. 
is thar"thi$ country can assume the leadership of 
the middle powers" after having shown its sincerity 
to the world by renouncing nuclear Weapons. Assum- 
i.ng this is so, who can say that there would not be 
dissension among the middle powers themselves — 
and even more important, just what is considered 
a middle power ? "Concrete multilateral disarm- 
ament will come about as a result of pressure 
applied by the association of middle powers, but if 
one considers the general tone of the world situation 
today, it cs evident that no pressure could be applied 
by meddle powers either seperately or in unison. 

Ai^cording to C.U.C.N.D. to assure lead^ership 
cf this group, Canada must unilaterally refuse to 
accept, rtianufacture, or test nuclear weapons. Then 
we may isle, in what position does that leave us when 
t'le othev natEons in a position similar to that of Can- 
ada, accept these arms ? Surely they will be in a 
much more advantageous position to assume control. 

Major Pope advocates in his I publication the 
withdrawal of Canada from NATO and NORAD, 
thus enabling her to become independent of U.S. pol- 
icies, and to assume the position oi k buffer state. 
Anyone who is familiar with historidal events knows 
v/hat has happened to buffer states in the past. 

Also, it is fine to say, "Let Canada be indepen- 
dent of the United States," but if such was the case, 
it is quite apparent that the prefferential trade agree- 
ments that now exist between the two nations would 
not maintain their same status in the future. Let it 
be remembered that we depend upon the United 
States for trade, not vice-versa. Any severe economic 
conflict between the two countries would ultimately 
lead to a slow economic detorioration in Canada. As 
a minor point, C.U.C.N.D. wishes fo "prohibit H- 
Bomb patrol flights over Canada." 

The United States' defence policy dictates the 
need to maintain a certain number of Strategic Air 
Command planes within striking distance of the 
U.S.S.R. at all times, and it is extremely doubtful 
vtfhether the U.S. would recognize Canada's demand 
for respect of the latter's air space. Needless to say, 
such a demand would cause strained relations bet- 
ween the two. 

According to Mouly, Psychology For Effective 
Teaching, "fear arises out of situations by which the 
individual is relatively overwhelmed, the very idea 
of fear implies incompetence, and the greater the 
degree of incompetence, the greater the likelihood 
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and the severity of fear,'' C.U.C.N.D., through the 
spread of its gospel has managed to invoke not an 
understanding of the situation, but rather an unrea- 
sonable fear of it. If we may quote from the introduc- 
tion of Let Canada Lead, "I have read the question in 
Fridays News Chronicle put to Mr, K., and the 
answers. They frighten me. ' This statement was 
taken from a letter written to the London News 
Chronicle by a fifteen year old girl. The underlying 
implication of this letter is one of fear. What better 
way, C.U.C.N.D. feels, is there to provide an intro- 
duction to one of their publications. To cite other 
examples : from the News Letter to Scientists, "300 
great bombs exploded in positions rather uniformly 
over the U.S. could kill everyone in the United States, 
The same number would kill almost everyone iit 
Russia. The U.S. has almost 75,000 of these bombs 
and the U.S.S.R, nearly as much, " 
L n M ^"l.^'rf TJ?*"'^* outlining the policy and aims

at the birth of a deformed baby , . . dare to maintain 
the risk in going on with tests as one which must 
be taken . .

ization called "Greater St, Louis Citizens' Committee 
for Nuclear Information." This pamphlet gives m 
complete and thorough description of the results of 
nuclear testing. The facts cited in the above 
examples are all true but they are presented by 

^SVmS' 1" ^^^^ ^ intimate that it is 

the ONLY hope for the salvation of the world. 
Whether they realize it or not, C.U.C.N.D, is usir^> 
the same methods as those they oppose; for in 
presenting a campaign based on fear they only tend 
to increase the fears now confronting humanity. 

In closing we would like to present one more 
quote, "Wear a N.D. button like thousands of other 
university students and sell them to friends.'*
